right to prohibit the export of rive when- 
evera scarcity is.apprehended,. This is 
the second time that the Government 
has availed itself of this right, 
1865 the embargo was maintained from 
January 25th to August 21st; and, 
although the crop that yeur was renily 
short, owing to drought in the principal 
rice growing districta, there was litie or 
no siffering on the part of the people, so 
far as the sufficiency of food was con- 
cerned } nor didthe price of rice excedd 


that which it usually ataounts to when]; 
there is a real demand for it, And if, 


as ho believes, thore was no cccasion for 
an embargo then, atill less was there the 
least occasion for. anything of the kind 
in 1877, when, not oply waa there 10 
scardity, the crop being quite up to the 
average, but there never wai any reascb- 
able cause for believing that there would 
be ascarcity, ‘The scare was created by 
a “party” who believed it to be ther 
interest to stop the export, and, Mr 
Knox might have added, no doubt 
subsequently found they had made a 
very good. thing out of it, It is not 
difficult to underatand who comprised 
the “party.” The excuse thoy tock 
hold of, to work up the necessary agita-. 
tion for the establishment of an embargo, 
was the fact’ that in July and August 
the raing in Bangkok were undoubtedly 
less than usual, and in one or two of the 
least important rice-growing districts, 
the same was thooase, This was enough 
for the “ring” to work upon.  [t mat- 
tered not to them that in those districts 
where three-fourths of the crop are 
usually sown there was every reason to 
believe the yidd would be at least 
up to the average, Noj it . suited 
thelr. book to have this embargo 
established, and by fair means or foul 
they effected their object, The meual 
month's notice wasgiven, andthe members 
of the “ring” -were able to-stand by and 
look on, and sce many fall into the trap 
they had laid for them, snd laugh in 
their sleeves and pocket the proceeds of 
thelr cunning.

Plainuff is 5 boat builder and contractor,

‘Tam amow, the plaintiff, gave evidence 
asto the nature’ of the work - performed, 
He sold a new launch to Mr Smith, of 
Blackhead & Co. fora certain sum, and the 
lauuch was banded over to Menara. Inglis 
& Oo. to receive her engines. Plaintiff 
contracted with Mr lnglis to build a cabin, 
skylights, water-closct, and galley, It was, 
he said, after I acld tae lanoch to Mr 
Smith thet, 1 put the galleys on it, Mr 
loglis spoke about it, and said it waa his 
business. : :
